ASSUMPTION

Officials of the Department of Social Services, Department of Health, Department of Mental
Health, Department of Revenue (DOR), Office of Administration, and Office of the
Treasurer stated the proposed amendment would have no direct fiscal impact on their agencies
or that they could accomplish duties under terms of this proposal with existing resources.
